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HALLECK  STUDENT  CENTER 


The  first  75  years  in  the  life  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  have  seen 
men  mold  history  as  never  before. 

In  1889  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
began '  with  a  few  priests  and 
brothers  of  the  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood  and  a  handful  of 
students.  Through  the  first  great 
war,  then  pinching  pennies  during 
a  dour  depression,  Saint  Joseph’s 
graduated  thousands  of  junior  col¬ 
lege  and  academy  men.  In  1938, 
prior  to  the  second  great  war,  the 
college  awarded  degrees  to  its  first 
four-year  class. 

World  War  II  ended,  the 
Collegeville  campus  bustled 
with  veterans  and  once  again 
the  school  began  moving.  Cur¬ 
riculum  was  improved,  stan¬ 
dards  were  raised  and  build¬ 
ings  were  constructed.  As 


more-  and  more  students  enter¬ 
ed  Saint  Joseph’s,  the  classes 
became  larger  and  the  alumni 
body  grew.  Today  we  have 
more  than  5500  alumni 
throughout  the  world. 

In  the  fall  of  1962,  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  began  the  first  capital 
gifts  campaign  in  its  history.  A 
student  center  was  a  pressing  con¬ 
cern  and  the  priests  and  brothers 
had  needed  more  adequate  housing 
for  many  decades. 

Former  President  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  dedicated  the  million 
and  a  half  dollar  Halleck  Student 
Center  on  Sept.  13,  1962.  Ground 
was  broken  soon  afterward  for  the 


priest  and  brothers’  Faculty  House, 
with  the  Apostolic  Delegate  him¬ 
self  blessing  it  on  May  1,  1963. 

Halleck  Center  is  now  in  full 
use,  housing  a  student  recreation 
area,  800-chair  cafeteria,  modern 
book  store,  lounges,  ballroom,  con¬ 
ference  areas,  publications  depart¬ 
ment  and  student  offices. 

The  second  and  third  floors  of 
the  Administration  Building  once 
housed  the  religious  faculty.  Since 
the  completion  of  the  Faculty 
House,  six  new  classrooms  have 
been  installed  on  the  second  floor 
and  the  third  floor  houses  faculty 
offices,  labs  for  the  counseling  and 
guidance  departments  and  the 
sociology  department. 

The  library  has  been  expanded 
and  was  recently  rated  3rd  among 
the  more  than  250  Catholic  col¬ 


leges.  A  new  boiler  was  installed 
and  a  city-college  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  project  was  completed. 

Spearheading  the  Diamond 
Jubilee  Capital  Gifts  Cam¬ 
paign  were  the  alumni. 
Through  personal  involvement 
and  dedication  to  the  ideals  of 
Catholic  higher  education  in 
particular  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege,  the  alumni  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  have  pledged  and 
given  $155,300. 

Twenty-three  per  cent  of  the 
alumni  body  pledged  and  contri¬ 
buted,  broken  down  as  follows: 
alumni  Fellows,  $90,000;  the  series 
of  direct  mail  appeals  produced

BISHOP  ARNOLD 


Bishop  Alumnus 
Is  Buried  jan.  11 

Former  Chief  of  Chaplains,  U.S. 
Army,  Maj.  Gen.  William  R. 
Arnold,  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  New 
York,  was  buried  Jan.  12  with  full 
military  honors  in  Arlington  Na¬ 
tional  Cemetery  at  Arlington,  Va. 

Bishop  Arnold,  who  studied  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  from  1896  to  1902, 
is  believed  to  be  the  first  Catholic 
chaplain  buried  there. 

He  was  the  first  priest  to 
serve  as  chief  of  Army  chap¬ 
lains  and  the  first  military 
chaplain  ever  to  reach  the 
rank  of  major  general.  He 
was  named  head  of  the  chap¬ 
laincy  corps  by  President 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  on  Dec. 
23,  1937  and  served  in  that 
post  until  April,  1945. 

In  October  of  that  year  he  was 
appointed  titular  bishop  and  mili¬ 
tary  delegate  to  Francis  Cardinal 
Spellman,  archbishop  of  New  York 
and  the  military  vicar.  He  was 
also  awarded  the  U.S.  Distinguish¬ 
ed  Service  Medal.

Jack  was 
graduated  from  the  Indiana 
University  School  of  Law  in 
1954.  -A  Fellow  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s,  Jack  is  a  member  of 
Sigma  Delta  Kappa  legal 
fraternity. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Indiana 
and  Federal  bar  association  in 
1954  after  serving  as  deputy  re¬

From  1955  to  1956  he  was  an 
Air  Force  legal  assistant.

Beatty  will  conduct  legal  af¬ 
fairs  and  prepare  ordinances 
for  the  City  Council. 

Jack  was  appointed  city  pro¬ 
secutor  in  January  of  1964.

Geology  Alum  Wins 
Legislative  Post 

Monroe  M.  Jymm,  a  geology 
student  at  Saint  Joseph’s  in  1955- 
57,  has  been  elected  to  the  New 
Mexico  state  legislature. 

Monroe  and  James  D.  Atcitty, 
both  Democrats,  are  the  first 
Indians  in  history  to  fill  seats  in 
the  legislature.  They  were  elected 
last  Nov.  3  and  took  office  last 
month. 

Monroe,  31,  studied  business 
administration  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  New  Mexico  but  his 
permanent  residence  is  at 
Coyote  Canyon  in  McKinley 
County,  which  he  will  repre¬ 
sent  in  the  legislature.  The 
county  coceic"  a  siZdble  piece 
of  Navajo  country  and  nearly 
all  of  the  Zuni  reservation. 
Monroe’s  biggest  accomplish¬ 
ment  in  getting  elected  was  over¬ 
coming  traditional  Indian  indif¬ 
ference  to  the  white  man’s  govern¬ 
ment.  Most  of  Monroe’s  constitu¬ 
ents  were  not  registered  to  vote, 
so  he  paid  the  fee  for  notary 
public  commission  and  spent  the 
summer  registering  his  fellow 
Navajos. 


Philosophy  Group 
Elects  Fr.  Klopke 

Father  John  Klopke,  C.PP.S., 
chairman  of  the  department  of 
philosophy  at  Saint  Joseph’s,  was 
elected  president  of  the  Indiana 
Philosophical  Association  Oct.  31. 

The  association,  one  of  the 
oldest  in  the  United  States, 
was  founded  in  1931.  It  has
